The Examiner was kind enough to schedule a telephonic interview for 23 February 2006. During 
that interview, the deficiencies of the Carissimo disclosure were discussed. The Examiner stated 
that, although not mentioned in the office action, that he had considered the declarations for 
experts about the deficiencies of the Carissimo disclosure. The Examiner believes that the 
disclosure was marginally sufficient. Applicant believes that the disclosure is not sufficient. No 
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agreement on that point was reach. 

The differences between the claimed power adjustment and that disclosed by Harel et al were 
discussed. Examiner requested more time to consider that matter and asked that the telephone 
conversation be continued on 27 February 2006. 

When the conversation was continued on 27 February 2006, the Examiner agreed that there were 
important differences between the claimed power adjustment and that disclosed by Harel et aL 
The Examiner stated that, if requested by the applicant, the Examiner would reopen the 
prosecution so that he can consider other art related to claims 18 and 20.

In the rejection of claim 20 based on 35 USC § 102(b), and in the rejection of claims 18 based on 
35 USC § 103, Harel (United States Patent 6366195) is cited as teaching a unit in "which said 
unit is capable of dynamically adjusting it transmission power, wherein, that dynamic 
adjustment of the transmission power is based, at least in part, on the strength of the signals sent 
by the base station and received by the unit." While Harel, seemingly, discloses dynamic 
adjustment of transmission power by a receiving unit, that adjustment is not based on the 
strength of the signal received by the receiving unit. The adjustment is seemingly based on 
information encoded in a digital signal sent the base which instructs the receiving unit about 
adjusting the transmission power of the receiving unit. Therefore, reconsideration of those 
rejections is requested.
